Fish Zone 


Is Decreed 
By Moscow 


MOSCOW, Dec. 10 (UPID— 
Citing the need for “urgent mea- 
sures” to protect its interests, 
the Soviet Union said today it 
was introducing s temporary 
200-mile limit on fishing in its 
ccastal waters. 

The restrictions would remain 
in effect, it said, until the UN 
Law of the Sea Conference could 
work out an international con- 
vention governing use of the 
world's oceans. : 

President Nikolai Podgorny 
signed the decree ordering the 
restrictions—200 miles into the 
“open sea”—in the name of the 
Presidium of the Supreme So- 
viet, or parliament. There was 
no indication when the measures 
would go into effect, but pre- 
sumably !t was immediately. 

The order was 8. sharp reversal 
of policy by Moscow, which main- 
tains one of the world’s largest 
fishing fleets and until recently 
strongly opposed imposition of 
200-mile limits by other coun- 
tries. 

But earlier this year the United 
States extended its fishing cone. 
The European Common Market 
nations are expected to do the 
éame Jan, 1 and Western econo- 
mists said Soviet leaders appar- 
ently decided they should follow 
suit now rather than later. 

The economists said Japan and 
the Scandinavian countries were 
ost likely to be affected. 

A preamble to the decree point- 
ed out that "more and more" 
countries including those neigh-

ordering 200-mile restrictions 
without waiting for the outcome 
of the Law of the Sea Confer- 
ence. 

The Soviet Union, it said, 
would always support the settling 
of matters Involving the sea 
thrcugh international convention.

“Keeping in ming that before 
the time when such a convention 
is signed, it is necessary to take 
urgent measures on the protec- 
tion of the interests of the Soviet 
Union in the preservation, repro- 
duction and also optimal use of 
living resources in the waters 
bordering Soviet coasts.” 

The main area affected is the 
Soviet Union's 4.500-mile Pacific 
coast. Tt also epplies to the 
Barents Sen and the Baltic Sea. 
A Soviet delegation is in Oslo 
now discussing Umits in the 
Barents Sea. 

According to the decree, for- 
eign ships will be able to operate 
inside the new limit only after 
their governments have signed 
agreements with the Soviet Union. 

Violations could result in a 
maximum fine of 100,000 rubles 
($130,000! and possible confisca- 
tion of the offending vessel and 
its gear. 

Inside the new zone, the 
decree said, the Soviet Union will 
have “sovereign rights over fish 
and other living resources for the 
Purpose of detecting, processing 
and preserving them." 

The amount of future catches 
would be determined “on the 
basis of sclentific information 
and in some cases taking into 
account recommendations of com- 
petent international orgeniza- 
tions.” it said. The fishing 
restriction will not change the 
Soviet Union's 12-mile territorial 
limit. 

In May. white the sea con- 
ference was under way, Moscow 
officially protested to Washington 
over the U.S. decision to adopt 
a 200-mile limit. 

Until now the Soviet Union 
stuck to a i2mile limit, the 
Same as their zone of uational 
jurisdiction. However, .for some 
time Moscow has favored an 
“economic zone" of 200 miles, 


with the distinction being that 
foreign fisnermen should be able 
to eateh fish reserves not needed 
by the country of jurisdiction.

“UK. Trotskyist Flap: Is It Inflated?

LONDON, Deo. 10 (WWYT)— 
Prime Minister James Callaghan, 
his predecessor, Sir Harold Wil- 
son, and the general secretary of 
the governing Labor party have 
joimed some of this country’s 
newspapers in warning against 
ἃ party take-over by “extremist 
inftrators," mainiy youthful 


Judging by the headlines given 
these warnings, the average Brit- 
ish reader could easily conclude 
that the party is ripe for take- 
over, if not already in bondage. 
In fact, the militants are few in 
mumber, and only about a dozen 
seats in Parliament are being 
serinusly challenged 

But what the “infiltrators” as 
well as their critics have done is 
to focus attention on an impor- 
tant aspect of present British 
politics: the antiquated methods 
by which the British select their 
candidates for Parliament. 

This system, which has nothing 
in common with the U.S. nri- 
maries, vests the power of selec- 
tion in the “management com- 
mittee" of a local constituency 
party. This works well for the 
member of Parliament who has 
friends on the committee; it works 
badly ifthe committee is suddenly 
selzed by activists.

“There are too many people who 
have infiltrated this party al- 
ready. Get them out!" 

Meanwhile, the party's left-

investigation of “extremist” in- 
filtration, Such a move would 
have the support of many of the 
country’s powerful labor unions 
and most party regulars.

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Discipline in the House 


After several years of turnover and turmoil 
in their ranks, the House Democrats are in 
mood to consolidate. The best evidence is 
the refusal this week of the Democratic 
Caucus to promote to majority leader either 
of the two men—Rep. Phillip Burton, 
D-Calif, and Richard Bolling, D-Mo.—who 
have been the most ageressive champions of 
change In the internal power structure of 
the House. Instead, a bare majority of the 
Caucus turned to Rep. Jim Wright, D-Texas, 
who—like incoming House Speaker Thomas 
P. O'Neill jr, D-Mass.—is a canny, engaging 
veteran wel-versed in the classic arts of 
congressiona! politics. 

Rep. Wright certainly capitalized cn 
antagonisms toward Mr. Bolling, who has 
been regarded as too arrogant and aloof, 
and Mr, Burton, who is widely seen as too 
ambitious. contentious and manipulative. 
Yet Mr. Wright also gained favor because 
of his ability as an orator, coalition-butlder 
and legisiative strategist. Though he was 
backed by many conservatives and South- 
erners. his outlook and support are broader 
than those categories might suggest. His 
yoting record. while hard to summarize, 
averages out as moderate In regional 
terms, he is not a spokesman for the Old 
South or Texas oil, but more a representative 
of the Sun Belt and the world of aerospace. 


Reps. O'Neill and Wright promise to be a 
strong, persuasive team. That is encourag- 
ing. because what the 95th Congress will 
need most of all is self-disciptine. It may 
sound easy, for example, to build a stable 
House majority for Democratic programs 
under 8 new Democratic President. But the 
292 House Democrats are a diverse and 
restless pack. Partnership with a president 
will be a new experience for the 65 per 
cent of them who have come to Congress 
since 1968, Even the veterans will have to 
adjust after eight years of fighting vetoes 
and hectoring Republican officials. Indeed, 
the current House in general has been shap- 
ed large:y by opposition—to the Nixon and 
Ford administrations, to the war and to 
Watergate. While Congress in the Carter 
years will have many opportunities for crea~ 
tive, productive work, certain habits of frag- 
Mentation, showboating and self-indulgence 
will need to be overcome. 

More discipline 15 also needed in the man- 


agement of the House. There is no shortage 
of resources; staf! allowances and research 
aids have become, If anything. too generous. 
Organization is the urgent problem now. 
Committee jurisdiction over 'arge questions, 
notably in the energy fieid, should be con- 
Solidated. Scheduling also needs to be !m- 
proved. A special commission chalred by 
Rep. David ΗΒ. Obey, D-Wis. will be brine- 
ing some useful proposals before the House 
early next year. 

There 15. another area in which problems 
of discipline are even greater and may be 
most troublesome for the ‘eadership. That 
is the sensitive field of congressional ethics. 
The reputation of Congress has been clouded 
most recently by the revelations about guts 
from South Korean nationals by continuing 
problems with slush and cffice accounts, 
and by California Democrat Rep. Charlies 
H Wilson's acknowledgement that he nas 
diverted campaign funds to personal use in 
violation of the House code of conduct, if 
not tle ‘aws 

More and more legisiators do recognize the 
need for stricter standards of conduct, full 
financial disclosure, better reports on lob- 
bying and another review of the campaign 
financing law. Rep. O’Neifll has promised to 
set up an ad hoc panel to draft a new, 
tough ethics code, and the weak House 
committee seems likely to be overhauled. 
But he may have some personal prob:ems 
in this area; he was feted by Tongsun Park 
at a lavish birthday party a few years ago, 
has taken extravagant trips abroad. and is 
adept at raising campaign funds for political 
friends. Before his advocacy of new rules 
can be entirely credible, the new speaker 
will have to change his ways and make 
some accountings for past practices. 

Whatever new standards may be approved, 
the real test will be whether they are enforc- 
ed, The normal tendeney on Capitol Hill 
{s to leave scandals and embarrassments for 
the voters to judge—or for the Justice De- 
partment to pursue That is inadequate. 
Abuses by individual members lengthen the 
shadows over Congress as a whole. Incum- 
bents may get re-elected anyway, but public 
confidence in the institution will remain low 
until these incumbents show 4 real wiil- 
Ingness to discipline colleagues who persist 
in cutting corners or playing fast and loose 
with the rules and laws.

Priority for Panama 


The 73d anniversary of the signing of the 
Panama Canal Treaty last month passed 
without notice in the United States but not 
Jn Panama, There, students and others 
staged ceremonial burnings of the treaty, 
which gave the United States control of 
the 10-mile-wide Canal Zone “in perpetuity.” 
Forelgn Minister Aquilino Boyd attended one 


a new canal treaty, even before Jimmy 
Carter becomes president next month, in an 
effort to narrow remaining differences be- 
tween the two governments. But the 
Panamanians know that any substantive 
progress must await the new administration. 

The new canal treaty is, indeed, the most 
critical issue facing the Carter administra- 
tion in the Western Hemisphere. Unless the 
United States is ready to conclude an agree- 
ment that will provide for eventual Pana- 
manian control of the territory that cuts 
the republic in two, President Carter and 
Secretary of State Vance will be unable to 
create an effective Washington policy for 
the Americas. 

Panama is the issue that unites virtually 
all of Latin America against the Yankees 
and the one conspicuous Symbol remaining 
of the era of Washington's “big stick” 
diplomacy and “Manifest Destiny.” Latin 


American schoolchildren learn, even if 
students in the United States do not, that 
no Panamanian signed the treaty under 
which the United States took control of the 
zone and built the canal Anyone who has 
visited the great waterway knows it could 
easily be disabled by a guerrilla force. 

Until Ronald Reagan injected Panama into 
the battle for the Republican presidential 
nomination, the Ford administration had 
negotiated honorably and responsibly for a 
new treaty aimed at insuring freedom uf 
access to the canal and a U.S, share in its 
defense against outside attack, while provid- 
ing for eventual restoration of Panamanien 
soverelgnty over the zone. It ought to be 
the Carter administration's highest hem!- 
sphere priority to bring those negotiations 
to @ successful conclusion, 

In campaign debate, Carter declared he 
woud “never give up complete control or 
practical control” of the Canal Zone. But 
he promised to “continue to negotiate with 
the Panamanians,” and eventually revised 
his “never” to “anytime in the foreseeable 
future.” Under principles accepted by the 
last three U.S. presidents he has to be willing 
to set a date for relinquishing control of the 
zone if any negotiations are to have any 
chance. Carter should clarify his policy on 
this most critical of hemisphere issues—and 
the sooner the better.

Russian Costume Show 


Opens at Metropolitan 


By Bernadine Morris 


EW YORE (NYT),—The Rus- 

sian costume exhibition at 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
is a dazzler. 


It concentrates on clothes from 
the 18th and 19th centuries and 
tiptoeing into the 20th with 
styles from Worth and Poiret. 
These are, of course court and 
toyal-family clothes and the 
piece de résistance is Catherine 
the Great's wedding dress all 
cloth of eilver with ailver em- 
broidery, and showing off a 
young girl's 17-inch waistline. 


But equally astonishing are the 
pzasant clothes with their metic- 
ulous embroidery and ribbon 
detail and ali making use of a 
vivid shade of red. The shapes 
are big and voluminous and there 
15 widespread use of Jayering, in- 
volving shirts, the earafan (a 
kind of jumper), aprons and un- 
derekirts, An important part of 
the outfit was the kokoshnik or 
headdress, which changed shape 
from region to region, and was 
often pearl-embroidered, 

A separate room is devoted to 
tich peasant clothes, which sub- 
stitute brocade and fur for coarse 
cottons and embroidery but 
maintam the same traditional 
shapes. 

Hinstration 

The costumes ilustrate the 
way clothing, at its best, becomes 
art, and is worthy of presenta- 
tion in a museum, 

The Russian styles have, in 
fact, come from museums in the 
Soviet Union, including the Her- 
mitage in Leningrad and the 
State Historical Museum in 
Moscow. They were accompanied 
by three experts, Tamara Kor- 
shunova, who is curator of the 
Hermitage, Luiza Efimova, cura- 
tor of the State Historical Mu- 
seum, and Nina Yarmolovich, a 
restorer in the Kremlin Museum 
in Moscow, 

Their institutions are con- 
stantly traveling around the 
Soviet Union to secure examples 


of folk art, of which costumes 
. are considered an important 


category, the women observed. 


Not all the clothes in their 
country are anonymous, they 
said, mentioning Olga Bulben- 
kova, a court costumer at the
